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Superintendent  of  Schools'  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sherman  : 

I  hereby  present  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
marked  improvement  along  the  general  lines  of  advancement  laid 
out  by  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent.  The  course  of  study 
is  becoming  well  established  and  conforms  very  closely  to  that 
advised  by  the  Eastern  Maine  Association  of  School  Superintendents, 
so  that  pupils  leaving  the  schools  here  and  entering  schools  in  other 
parts  of  the  state,  or  coming  here  from  other  places  may  enter  the 
same  grade  and  not  lose  a  year  or  two  as  might  happen  if  they  had 
not  taken  the  same  studies. 

The  school  year  has  been  lengthened,  making  thirty-one  weeks  in 
the  school  year  instead  of  thirty  as  before. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  mention  some  of  the  things 
which  have  hindered  the  fullest  progress  of  some  of  the  schools, 
such  as  attendance,  of  which  I  shall  speak  further  under  that  head, 
the  extremely  cold  weather  during  the  last  part  of  the  winter  term , 
and  a  seeming  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  some  parents  about 
getting  their  children  to  school  during  the  inclement  weather. 

I  wish  to  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  following  matters  : 

1st.  A  longer  school  year.  We  have  to  do  in  a  school  year  of 
thirty-one  weeks  what  other  schools  do  in  a  school  year  of  thirty-two 
to  thirty-six  weeks.  In  a  nine  year  course  the  children  in  schools 
maintaining  thirty-two  to  thirty-six  weeks  get  from  a  year  to  a  year 
and  a  half  more  schooling  than  do  your  children. 

2nd.  Some  course  should  be  adopted  whereby  the  large  per  cent 
of  children  who  drop  out  of  school  during  the  winter  term  may  be 
kept  in  school.  This  could  be  accomplished  by  providing  transpor- 
tation for  those  pupils  who  live  at  the  greatest  distance  from  the 
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school  house.  If  this  plan  is  adopted  it  means  an  addtional  expense 
to  the  town  of  from  three  to  five  hundred  dollars  per  year.  Another 
way  to  partially  solve  the  difficulty  would  be  to  arrange  for  con- 
siderably longer  terms  in  the  spring,  and  fall  and  a  shorter  term  in 
the  winter.  On  a  basis  of  thirty-two  weeks  it  could  be  divided  as 
follows  :  fourteen  weeks  in  the  spring,  ten  weeks  in  the  fall  and 
eight  weeks  in  the  winter  term. 

3rd.  The  consolidation  of  the  three  schools  in  districts  No.  4, 
No.  6,  and  No.  7  into  two  schools  by  means  of  transportation.  At 
the  present  time  the  number  of  pupils  in  these  districts  could  be 
handled  by  two  teachers  with  less  expense  to  the  town  and  with 
better  advantage  to  the  pupils. 

TEACHERS 

We  were  fortunate  in  retaining  for  this  year  three  of  the  teachers 
who  proved  successful  last  year,  Miss  Edna  McDevitt,  Mrs.  Ina 
Kenney  Todd,  and  Miss  Cora  Gillespie.  These  have  maintained 
their  good  record,  and  have  done  even  better  work  this  year.  Miss 
Martha  Harmon,  who  started  the  spring  term  at  No.  3,  left  at  the 
end  of  three  weeks  and  Miss  Harriett  Sutherland  finished  the  term. 
Miss  Sutherland  taught  a  very  successful  term  and  is  a  teacher  of 
rare  ability.  The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  White,  a 
teacher  of  experience  and  a  very  successful  instructor.  Mr.  James 
Gillen  taught  the  winter  term.  This  was  Mr.  Gillen's  first  term, 
but  he  worked  exceptionally  hard  and  those  pupils  who  attended 
school  showed  that  good  work  had  been  accomplished. 

Miss  Amber  Sutherland  was  obliged  to  give  up  her  school  in 
Dist.  No.  4  on  account  of  illness.  Miss  Gladys  Bradford  finished 
out  the  term  and  taught  the  rest  of  the  year.  She  did  excellent 
work  for  a  beginner  and  showed  that  with  study  and  experience  she 
will  make  one  of  our  most  successful  teachers. 

Miss  Fern  Somerville  taught  the  spring  term  and  Miss  Eva 
Dunham  the  fall  and  winter  terms  at  Dist.  No.  5.  Both  of  these  are 
teachers  of  experience  and  did  good  work,  although  the 
attendance  during  the  winter  term  was  such  that  it  made  it  extremely 
hard  for  a  teacher  to  do  her  best  work.

Miss  Mabel  Durgan  taught  the  spring  term  and  Miss  Ethel 
Harriman  the  fall  and  winter  terms  at  Dist.  No.  7.  Both  these 
teachers  gave  good  satisfaction  and  worked  hard  and  faithfully  for 
the  success  of  the  school. 

In  Dist.  No.  6  Miss  Lucy  Rockwell  taught  the  spring  and  winter 
terms.  Miss  Rockwell  showed  that  of  the  new  teachers  she  had  the 
best  preparation  for  her  work.  Miss  Esther  Sleeper  taught  the  fall 
term. 

SCHOOL  REPAIRS 

Quite  extensive  repairs  were  made  upon  several  of  the  buildings 
during  the  year.  In  Dist.  No.  1  a  new  hard  wood  floor  was  laid, 
new  single  desks,  new  windows  and  additional  slate  boards  were  put 
in,  and  the  foundation  was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired. 
The  building  is  in  very  fair  condition  except  that  it  is  badly  in  need 
of  painting.  The  repairs  at  Dist.  No.  2  were  under  the  charge  of 
your  committee.  In  Dist.  No.  3  the  windows  were  repaired,  new 
outside  doors  were  bought,  and  additional  slate  boards  were  put  in 
here.  This  house  also  needs  painting,  and  before  many  years  the 
foundation  will  have  to  be  thoroughly  repaired.  At  Nos.  4  and  7 
minor  repairs  were  made.  At  No.  5  extensive  repairs  were  made 
upon  the  foundation  costing  in  the  neighborhood  of  $60,  and  new 
windows  were  also  put  in.  The  school  house  in  Dist.  No.  6  was 
painted.  It  costs  more  to  keep  this  school  house  supplied  with  glass 
for  its  front  windows  than  for  all  the  other  school  houses  in  town. 
The  Grammar  room  at  the  village  needs  quite  extensive  repairs 
made  upon  it  to  make  it  pleasant  and  cheerful.  The  influence  upon 
school  children  of  a  cheerful  and  attractive  school  room  cannot  be 
overestimated. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  AND  TEXT  BOOKS 

The  course  of  study  has  been  partially  discussed  elsewhere.  The 
aim  has  been  to  make  it  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  courses 
of  study  of  the  best  schools.  We  have  tried  to  avoid  all  newfangled 
ideas  and  schemes  until  experience  shall  have  proved  them  a  good 
thing. 
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New  geographies  and  histories  have  been  added.  I  think  that 
next  year  new  elementary  arithmetics  should  be  introduced. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  primary  school  during  the  fall  term  had  the  highest  average 
attendance  for  anyone  term,  92.5  The  Woodbridge  Corner 
school  during  the  winter  term  had  the  poorest  average  attendance, 
68.1  fc  .  In  my  report  last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  attendance 
during  the  winter  at  Dists.  Nos.  3  and  5,  and  the  same  trouble  has 
existed  at  the  primary  school  in  the  village  this  winter.  If  you  will 
notice  the  statistics  at  the  close  of  my  report  you  will  see  that  prac- 
tically a  third  of  the  pupils  in  these  districts  did  not  attend.  This 
makes  it  almost  impossible  to  do  anything  toward  grading  such  a 
school  and  adds  from  two  to  four  years  to  the  time  required  by  a 
pupil  to  get  through  school.  I  wish  to  urge  upon  parents  the 
importance  of  having  their  children  attend  regularly. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Arthur  L.  Todd  was  retained  as  principal  of  the  High  school 
for  the  second  year,  and  he  has  kept  up  his  good  record  of  the 
previous  year. 

Our  High  school  as  at  present  organized  furnishes  only  a  two 
years  course.  If  an  opportunity  is  to  be  provided  so  that  those 
pupils  who  have  completed  the  first  two  years  may  go  on  and  com- 
plete a  four  years  course,  some  action  should  be  taken  regarding 
the  matter  at  the  town  meeting.  A  High  school  of  standard  grade 
with  a  four  years  course  calls  for  physical  and  chemical  laboratories 
with  chemicals  and  apparatus,  and  two  teachers  of  recognized 
ability. 

An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  apparatus  as  would  be  needed  for 
the  small  classes  we  should  have  at  first  would  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  We  should  be  able  to 
alternate  the  subjects  of  physics  and  chemistry,  thus  teaching  only 
one  subject  each  year.  In  this  way  it  would  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  only  one  of  these  subjects  the  first  year. 
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^qur  school  board  and  superintendent  beg  leave  to  submit  the

Dear  Sir  : 

In  accordance  to  your  request  I  hereby  submit  the  following 
report  of  Sherman  High  School. 

In  the  fall  of  1910  the  high  school  opened  with  two  classes,  a 
sophomore  class  of  two  and  a  freshman  class  of  nineteen.  Both  of 
of  the  sophomores  and  twelve  of  the  freshmen  finished  the  work 
of  the  year.     All  of  those  who  finished  the  year  were  promoted. 

The  second  year  began  very  successfully  in  September  1911  with 
all  twelve  of  the  previous  year's  freshmen  as  sophomores,  and  an 
entering  class  of  twelve  freshmen.  The  two  sophomores  who  were 
promoted  the  preceding  year  did  not  return  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  school  was  still  in  "Class  B"  which  does  not  give  any  third  or 
fourth  year  courses.  Nine  members  from  each  class  finished  the  year 
ending  June  7,  1912  and  of  these,  eight  from  each  class  were  pro- 
moted. 

In  September  1912  the  school  was  placed  in  "Class  A"  which 
employes  two  teachers  and  gives  a  four  years'  course  of  study.  The 
attendance  of  scholars  exceeded  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine 
for  thirty-four  pupils  were  registered.  Of  these  thirty-four,  the 
junior  class  had  seven  members  ;  the  sophomore  class,  ten  ;  and  the 
freshman  class,  seventeen. 
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There  are  now,  at  the  end  of  the  second  term,  twenty-nine  pupils 
in  the  school  of  whom  at  least  twenty- two  and  possibly  more  will  be 
promoted  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  provided  that  these  keep  up 
the  record  they  have  maintained  during  the  past  two  terms.  Of  the 
twenty-nine  students  in  the  school,  twenty-six  belong  in  Sherman, 
and  three  are  tuition  scholars. 

The  school  has  a  fairly  well  equipped  physics  laboratory  and  next 
fall  will  need  an  equipment  for  chemistry. 

There  is  great  need  of  some  encyclopedias  and  other  reference 
books  for  the  school,  as  there  are  a  great  many  references  in  the 
text  books  which  are  not  explained. 

Thus  it  may  easily  be  seen  that  without  proper  reference  books 
the  student  goes  out  into  life  lacking  a  large  fund  of  interesting 
and  useful  knowledge. 

I  have  kept  myself  informed  regarding  the  work  done  in  a  great 
many  "Class  A"  high  schools  in  the  State  and  find  that  Sherman 
high  school  is  not  only  up  to  the  standard  in  regard  to  the  amount 
of  work  accomplished  during  the  year,  but  is  in  advance  of  several 
schools  in  geometry,  Caesar,  and  Cicero.  As  we  have  endeavored  to 
do  the  work  thoroughly,  I  feel  that  when  the  inspector  makes  his 
annual  visit  his  report  will  not  be  unfavorable  to  the  school.

To  the  citizens  of  Sherman  : 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  present  the  report  of  the  work  of  the 
schools  for  the  past  year  and  to  call  your  attention  to  school  matters 
which  will  be  your  duty  to  act  upon  at  the  the  annual  town  meeting. 

We  have  maintained  a  school  year  in  the  common  schools  of 
thirty-three  weeks  which  are  two  weeks  more  than  were  maintained 
last  year.    The  school  year  is  no  longer  now  than  it  ought  to  be 
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and  we  believe  that  a  sufficient  amount  should  be  raised  to  maintain 
this  number  of  weeks  for  the  coming  year.  We  think  the  sum  of 
$500.00  will  be  needed. 

The  school  attendance  as  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report  is  not  as 
good  as  we  wish  it  had  been  but  in  most  cases  the  absences  were  due  to 
sickness  or  fear  of  contagious  diseases,  a  condition  that  has  seriously 
interfered  with  school  work.  Several  schools  were  suspended  for  a 
time  and  families  in  which  there  were  scholars  were  quarintined 
when  the  schools  were  keeping.  We  believe  that  if  it  had  not 
been  for  sickness  the  attendence  would  have  been  satisfactory. 

We  have  had  a  good  teaching  force  and  are  pleased  to  report 
good  results.  Special  efforts  were  made  to  strengthen  the  work  in 
Reading,  English  and  Grammar ;  also  in  Geography  in  the  lower 
grades.  New  text-books  in  Physiology  and  Arithmetic  were  intro- 
duced. In  short  our  aim  has  been  to  give  to  the  boys  and  girls  in 
our  schools  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  all  the  studies 
prescribed  in  our  course. 

The  repairs  and  school  supplies  account  has  been  overdrawn  but 
the  expenditures  were  necessary.  Extensive  repairs  were  made  in  the 
grammar  school  room  and  at  No.  3-1-5  and  minor  repairs  on  all  the 
school  buildings.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be 
raised  for  next  year.  This  does  not  include  extensive  repairs  on  the 
Morgan  house  or  at  No.  3. 

Several  new  series  of  books  were  put  into  the  schools  at  the 
opening  of  fall  term  and  new  ones  of  the  same  series  that  have  been 
in  use  were  bought.  We  have  needed  all  the  books  purchased  for 
our  schools.  For  the  coming  year  we  shall  probably  need  '1300.00 
to  pay  the  overdraft  and  to  purchase  text  books.  We  wish  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  one  more  need  along  this  line  and 
that  is  a  reference  library  for  the  high  school.  We  earnestly  wish 
that  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  might  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

The  High  school  had  been  raised  to  the  A  class,  two  teachers 
have  heen  employed  and  two  full  courses  of  four  years  each,  English 
and  College  Preparatory  have  been  adopted.  A  laboratory  equip- 
ment in  Physics,  a  laboratory  table  and  cabinet  have  been  added  to 
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the  school  equipment  this  year.  Next  year  we  shall  need  apparatus 
for  Chemistry  which  with  the  fuel  and  janitor  work  will  probably 
cost  about  $150.00.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $500.00 
for  support  of  High  school  for  next  year. 

We  kindly  ask  the  citizens  of  Sherman  to  carefully  consider  the 
suggestions  and  estimates  in  this  report  and  to  act  wisely  for  the 
best  interests  of  our  schools.
